The Town of Agawam requests your action on this 
easement at your earliest possible convenience This easement is in its final format and is 
ready for execution 

As you are aware, ihc portion of the Riverwalk located on Hampden County 
property is I 5 miles of a proposed 17 mile multi-use trail proposed for Hampden County 
Agawam has been working cooperatively with the communities of Chicopee, Springfield, 
Longmeadow, and West Springfield for over two years to make this exciting and 
innovative project a reality Agawam is fortunate to have received, with the City of 
Springfield, $300,000 of federal ISTEA Enhancement funds to design Phase I of the 
Riverwalk in Agawam and Springfield. The portion of the Riverwalk to be constructed on 
County property consists of a 16 fool paved path, overlooks, landscaping, and improved 
parking facilities When constructed, this will result in close io a $1 million investment in 
the County's property and the resulting use by Hampden Coumy residents of a piece of 
land which is presently unusable due to its condition

A RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE MAYOR TO ACCEPT A PERMANENT 

EASEMENT OVER PROPERTY OWNED BY THE INHABITANTS OF THE 

COUNTY OF HAMPDEN ON THE EASTERLY SIDE OF RIVER ROAD 

FOR THE CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE OF THE 

CONNECTICUT RIVER WALK AND BIKEWAY 



WHEREAS, the Town of Agawam in cooperation with the City of Springfield, the City of 
Chicopee, the Town of West Springfield, the Town of Longmeadow and the Pioneer Valley Planning 
Commission have worked together through the Connecticut River Walk and Bikeway Committee 
for the creation of a regional bicycling and pedestrian pathway along the Connecticut River; 

WHEREAS, the Connecticut River Walk and Bikeway Committee has secured state and 
federal funding for the design and construction of portions of the regional bicycling and pedestrian 
pathway along the Connecticut River which are situated in the Town of Agawam and the City of 
Springfield; 

WHEREAS, a portion of the proposed first phase of the regional bicycling and pedestrian 
pathway along the Connecticut River in Agawam is laid out in the properly owned by the Inhabitants 
of the County of Hampden along the easterly side of River Road; 

WHEREAS, the Inhabitants of the County of Hampden acting by and through their Comity 
Commissioners have voted to grant a permanent easement to the Town of Agawam for the purpose 
of constructing and maintaining a pedestrian and bicycle path and its appurtenances known as the 
Connecticut River Walk and Bikeway; 

WHEREAS, in order to construct the first phase of the Connecticut River Walk and 
Bikeway, the Town of Agawam needs to secure a permanent easement on the property owned by the 
Inhabitants of the County of Hampden along the easterly side of River Road; 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interests of the Town of Agawam to construct the proposed 
first phase of the Connecticut River Walk and Bikeway and to accept a permanent easement on the 
property owned by the Inhabitants of the County of Hampden along the easterly side of River Road; 

NOW THEREFORE, the AGAWAM TOWN COUNCIL hereby resolves to authorize the 
Mayor to accept a permanent easement for the purpose of constructing and maintaining a pedestrian 
and bicycle path and its appurtenances known as the Connecticut River Walk and Bikeway which 
is more particularly described on the attached deed which is marked Exhibit A and which is 
incorporated herein by reference.

Being a portion of the premises acquired by the County of Hampshire (now the County of 
Hampden) by order of taking for the layout of River Road as a county road dated January 15, 
1793, as recited in Book A of the Hampden County Records. See also Order for Relocation of 
said road dated May 13, 1879, filed in Book 10, Page 5 1 of the Hampden County Records. 

Subject to sanitary sewer and stormwater easements granted to the Town of Agawam and a 
sanitary sewer easement granted to the Town of Longmeadow and all other easements of record, 

if any. 

Said easement is for the purpose of constructing and maintaining a pedestrian and bicycle path 
and its appurtenances known as the "Connecticut River Walk and Bikcway." 

This easement is upon the lot shown on the City of Agawam Assessor's records as owned by 
Hampden County, lot number 10-1, map number L6 in the City of Agawam. Said lot is also 
shown on a plan entitled "River Road" prepared by Cobb, Becsley, and Miles, dated May 1947 
and filed in the Hampden County Engineer's OiTice in the Hampden County Court House. 

This permanent easement is for a recreational bicycle and pedestrian path for the public to pass 
and re-pass and is given for the following limited purposes, and shall be subject to the following 
covenants and restrictions which shall benefit the remaining land of grantors, and shall run with 
the land: 



1 . The grantee may develop, construct and maintain a gravel and asphalt bicycling 
and walking path with landscaping for the use and benefit of the general public 
along the side of the Connecticut River within the limits of the Easement Area. 

2. No motorized vehicles of any kind shall be permitted within the limits of the 
Easement Area, except for wheelchairs, and emergency or maintenance vehicles of 
the grantee; 

3. The grantee shall maintain the path and all other improvements within the limits of 
the Easement Area in a neat, functionally adequate and safe condition at all times 
and shall keep the Easement Area and areas immediately adjoining the Easement 
Area, free from debris, trash and cuttings. 

The grantors reserve unto themselves, their heirs and assigns the right to use the land within the 
Easement Area for any purpose that does not interfere with or prevent pedestrian access over the 
Easement Area. 

Except for damage or injuries resulting from the negligence of the grantors, the grantee shall save 
the grantors, their successors and assigns, harmless and shall indemnify the grantors, their 
successors and assigns from and against any injuries or damage that may occur within the limits of 
the Easement Area to the persons, or property of the persons, using the Easement Area; and the 
grantee shall take every reasonable precaution to prevent any damage to the other property of the 
grantors; and shall post, conspicuously, at either end of the Easement Area, a permanent notice 
stating that the users of the easement do so at their own risk. 

The grantors, and their successors in interest, may enforce the provisions contained herein by 
legal proceedings in any Court having jurisdiction in the matter. This grant of easement is 
construed under the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

"convey" five parcels of County Land to The Town of Agawam, MA. 

Training School Property in Agawam. MA 

Parcels IV and V , only represent two of the six parcels of County Land on South Westfield 

street in Agawam. (see map #2). Neither parcel IV or V , fronts South Westfield Street. 

School Street and River Road Property Agawam. MA 

Parcel# I boundaries are difficult to ascertain since it appears most of Parcel #l was 
taken for construction of Route 57, and Corey Street, (see map #1) 
Parcel# II as described in Bill #119 fails to mention an exception to the parcel. This 
would require The County to deed land it doesn't own.(see map #1 and deed) 
Parcel # III represents a small parcel acquired by The County. 

These three parcels on School Street are only a small portion of the total property on 

School Street owned by Hampden County. 

As of this date, I find no record of transfer of County Property to The Town of Agawam, 
in the Registry of Deeds. The land in the five parcels in Agawam mentioned in Bill #119, 
is still in the possession of the 462,000 inhabitants of Hampden County.

In response to your request for survey services, I have 
reviewed the proposed site, (highlighted on enclosed Assessor's 
Map), and have spoken with the County Engineer regarding the 
requirements for a full survey and detailed site evaluation plan. 
From this information, I have the following to offer. 

The proposed site in the downtown area and is comprised of 5 
parcels totalling approximately 1.32 acres of land; with one 
building under two ownerships, another free standing building, and 
two vacant lots. In order to prepare a plan suitable for the 
design of the site development, the following services and/or 
information will be necessary. 

1. Research, field survey, and computations necessary to 
prepare a recordable plan showing the entire perimeter 
and the metes and bounds descriptions of each individual 
parcel for "Taking" purposes. Including all existing 
easements and/or rights of ways within the boundaries. 

2. Additional field surveys to acquire complete topographic 
information, existing structures and improvement 
locations, existing grades and surface treatments of all 
sidewalks and streets abutting the site, all above ground 
utilities in and over the site, all other utility 
information pertinent to the development of the site, 
(underground utilities on the site and in the streets 
will be acquired from existing plans and documentation 
from the utility companies with field verifications where 
possible), existing curb cuts, curb grades, gutter 
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grades, and crown grades of all streets abutting the 
site, floor grades and heights of structures existing on 
the site, any and all encroachments on or over the 
proposed perimeter, and any other features above ground 
that may affect the proposed development.

Topographic information will be shown by one foot 
contours and spot grades on critical structure and 
improvement locations. All sanitary and storm sewers 
will be elevated on the rims and pipe inverts and, pipe 
sizing, materials, percent of grades, and direction of 
flows will be shown. Sizes and locations of other 
underground utilities will be shown as ascertained from 
utility company records, and field locations. Existing 
buildings with elevations, heights, construction 
materials, and existing utility services will be shown. 
All other features above ground that may affect the 
proposed development will be shown. 

The estimated fee to perform all of the above services and to 
prepare the two separate plans is $8,780.00 complete. We expect 
that a perimeter plan could be completed within 4 weeks of a 
notice to proceed. The Topographic, Location, and Utility Plan 
could be completed within 6 weeks, with preliminary working 
drawings submitted to the County architect within 4 weeks of a 
notice to proceed. 
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If you have any questions or concerns regarding the above 
proposal, you can contact us at your convenience. If your 
scheduling requires a shorter work period, we will endeavor to 
accommodate your needs. If you wish us to proceed, the issuance 
of a Purchase Order form the County will suffice in initiating our 
services.

In the public hearing on October 11, 1994, Judge Greaney inquired about the 
availability of the property adjoining the site which we proposed for the new 
Courthouse on Court Street. As I stated, this property is owned by Dr. Richard 
Douglas. Since that meeting, I have spoken to him concerning this property. He has 
stated that he would be willing to sell it as a Court site. He has expressed the opinion 
that these two properties should be developed as a single unit. 

His property is comprised of 1.32 acres, according to the assessor's plot plan. As you 
know, our site is composed of 2.85 acres. As a single site it would be comprised of 
4. 1 7 acres. It would seem that this is a viable alternative, worthy of your Committee's 
consideration. 

A site with 4.1 acres would permit the construction of a two storied Courthouse. This is 
the preferred option of the Westfield District Court Study by DiNisco Kretsh and 
Associates. It would be a spacious location that could accommodate on-site parking 
and all of the foreseeable expansion that could be proposed for the Westfield District 
Court. 

Attached you will find a portion of the assessor's plot plan that outlines this site. It is an 
improved site that will readily provide all the attributes of a preferred site. We 
appreciate your further consideration of this matter.

HAMPDEN COUNTY COURT HOUSE, PALMER, MA 
REQUIREMENTS FOR SURVEY 

Gentlemen: 

The Hampden County Commissioners wish to obtain survey 
information for a site of approximately 31 acres in Palmer, 
Massachusetts (County Registry of Deeds, Book 3750, Page 290). 
The work requested is to be done in two phases and your proposal 
should reflect an amount for each phase. The following is a list 
of criteria for the work to be accomplished, and an outline of 
the area to be surveyed. 

PHASE I 

A. BOUNDARY SURVEY 

1. The boundary survey shall be sufficient for Deed 
Description per Town of Palmer requirements and have a 
maximum plotting error of position of one foot. Record all 
metes and bounds, abutters of record, easements and deed 
restrictions. 

2. Provide a minimum of six sets of coordinates along the 
property line. Superimpose a 400 foot grid on the sheet 
referencing it and the property line coordinates to the 
Massachusetts State Grid. 

3. Research and draw the 100 year flood line as established 
by FEMA and, if available, as shown on Town of Palmer town 
maps.

MOUNT TOM RESERVATION 

Is in Pioneer Valley, the portion of 
the Connecticut River Valley within the 
State of Massachusetts. It is adjacent to 
and overlooks the Connecticut River. 

The Mount Tom Reservation itself and 
all the area visible from it are products of 
geological phenomena dating back millions 
of years. Here, too, lived the Indians and 
pioneers and successive generations that 
made history — the history of the begin- 
nings of our country. 

Geology 

The foundation rock of the Valley is 
so old it is crystalline (transparent) and 
for an enormous segment of time it was 
:overed by a sea. Subsequent upheavals, 
depressings and foldings of the Earth's sur- 
face created a region of mountains. Peaks 
reached 15,000 feet and were scoured to 
sea level by eons of frost and water. A huge 
crack in the underlying rock became a 
chasm, and the Connecticut Valley evolved. 
Mount Tom and Mount Holyoke (on the 
opposite side of the River) were created 
by volcanoes Lava flows filled the cracks

and pressure split and tilted them. Time 
wore down the surface which became a 
broad plain, and the river valley was filled 
with sandstone over the tops of Holyoke 
and Tom. The water receded, and streams 
exposed the mountains and created the 
present channel between them. 

Continuous snows — without melting 
times between — built up a glacier which 
crept southward, covering the entire area 
visible from Mount Tom. It formed the 
contours present today and left huge 
deposits of rocks, sand and gravel when it 
receded some 15,000 years ago. 

This intriguing geological sequence is 
visible m the Reservation. 

History 

The Mount Tom Reservation was part 
of Hampshire County that became an en- 
tity in 1662. Its earliest settlement was 
Springfield, settled in 1636. Early settlers 
battled Indians on the western slope. 
Lumberjacks guided logs down the Con- 
necticut River, and nvermen poled cargo 
rafts up and down the water thoroughfare.

Within sight were the early, narrow 
roads used by passenger coaches, wagons 
and riders traveling to and from Boston, 
Albany, Springfield and Greenfield. In 1835 
a canal was opened connecting Northamp- 
ton with the sea at New Haven, Connecti- 
cut. From the Reservation the barges could 
be seen passing through Easthampton 
drawn by mules and hauling freight and 
passengers. 

From the parking areas on the west side 
Easthampton can be seen spreading below. 
The old brick factories, built during the 
last century, dominate the community. 
They are still occupied, but not by the 
original companies that included those 
using some of Goodyear's first patents for 
rubber thread. The campus of Williston 
Academy, founded in 1842 as an indepen- 
dent secondary school for boys, is visible 
in the town's center. 

The twin ribbons of Interstate Route 91 
are on Mount Tom's eastern slope and 
parallel the River now used by scurrying 
pleasure craft. The towns of Hadley and 
Amherst occupy the Valley to the north 
and east, and the towering buildings of 
the burgeoning University of Massachusetts 
are in contrast to the surrounding wooded 
hills and farms. 



Within minutes of year-round sports and recreation 

centers, dinosaur quarries, historic sites and 

magnificent countryside connected by hard surface roads. 
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A section near the Stone Lodge is avail- 
able to campers having their own equip- 
ment. There are facilities for a limited 
number of mobile trailers and campers. 
There is no charge. 

There are 73 fireplaces and 134 tables 
grouped for picnic outings, for family, 
church or club gatherings. No charge is 
made for the use of the picnic facilities or 
the firewood Fireplaces may be reserved 
for any day, except Sunday or holidays, by 
calling the Superintendent. Play equipment 
for children and sheltered picnic areas are 
also available.

Thirty m les of v/ood trails are used for 
hiking, riding horseback, snowmobiling, 
cross-country skiing and sncwshoeing. Some 
lead tc the various mountain peaks — 
Nonotuck, Goat, Whiting and Mount Tom. 
Lower paths penetrate the inviting woods. 

A wealth of trees, flowers and animals 
may be observed and enjoyed because for 
years they have been protected and pro- 
vided a sanctuary.

A natural science Museum houses dis- 
plays of them as well as geological samples 
of the Valley. Small native animals are 
kept during the summer for visitors to view 
and are released in the fall. Near the 
museum is a self-guiding Nature Trail, 
carefully posted with identification of in- 
digenous plants, trees and flowers. 

The Reservation is open all year.
